MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
1971 

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 

In  the  preface  of  this  report  the  main  points  of  interest 
in  the  year  are  drawn  to  your  attention. 

The  Re-Organization  of  Services 

Two  new  Acts  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1971,  neces¬ 
sitating  the  transfer  of  staff  to  other  departments  and  producing 
fundamental  Divisional  changes. 

Firstly,  the  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970  ; 
under  the  powers  of  this  Act,  the  junior  wing  of  Training  Centres 
passed  to  the  Education  Department.  In  this  administrative 
structure  no  child  within  the  statutory  age  limit  is  now  outside 
the  scope  of  education  services 

Secondly,  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act  of  1970 
came  into  force  and  under  the  powers  of  this  Act  the  Social 
Services  Department  took  over  certain  functions  of  the  Health 
Department  and  this  included  the  Mental  Health  Service,  Home 
Helps,  Day  Care,  the  care  of  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child, 
and  provision  of  Convalescent  Home  treatment. 

The  Nursing  Services 

Following  rapidly  on  these  changes  the  main  part  of  the 
Mayston  Report  on  Local  Authority  Nursing  Structure  was  imple¬ 
mented  by  the  County  Council  and  Senior  Nursing  Officers  foi 
health  visiting,  home  nursing,  and  midwifery,  were  appointed. 
These  Nursing  Officers  have  been  able  to  devote  time  to  the 
problems  of  field  staff,  giving  assistance  to  the  understanding 
of  new  procedures  and  health  education  activities,  and  also  to 
the  orientation  of  new  staff  to  their  districts.  All  in  all  they 
have  contributed  to  consolidating  and  improving  the  standa-ds 
of  the  nursing  services. 

The  Midwifery  Service 

This  service  had  been  under  pressure  for  some  time  and 
presented  administrative  difficulties  which  were  related  to  the 
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varying  work -loads  in  the  different  districts  in  the  Division.  The 
Divisional  birth  rate,  while  higher  than  the  national  average  of 
16,  has  fallen  from  18.3  in  1970  to  17.4  in  the  current  year  and 
a  difference  between  the  five  District  Councils  persists,  varying 
from  20.8  in  Garforth  to  14.8  in  Rothwell.  Additionally  in  the 
Garforth  district  33.5%  of  confinements  were  at  home,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  8.9%  in  the  Wetherby  district,  contributing  to  the 
problems  of  staff  deployment. 

In  October,  1971  the  midwives  in  the  Garforth  area  were 
supplied  with  radio-telephones  controlled  by  the  Castleford 
Ambulance  Station  ;  this  project  being  a  pilot  scheme  for  the 
County.  With  improved  communication  it  has  been  possible  to 
relieve  stress  on  staff,  improve  staff  deployment  and  raise  the 
standard  of  service  to  the  public.  A  full  establishment  of  mid¬ 
wives  is  now  employed. 

Family  Planning 

In  1970  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  was  opened  at  Swillington 
as  a  direct  service  by  the  County  Council.  During  1971  the 
service  was  extended  and  clinics  were  opened  at  Rothwell,  Out- 
wood  and  Tadcaster.  In  January,  1972  the  Family  Planning 
Association  opened  a  clinic  at  Wetherby,  thus  completing  the 
plans  for  a  balanced  family  planning  service  throughout  the 
Division. 

Health  Education 

During  1971  health  education  was  undertaken  in  an  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  senior  schools  in  the  Division  and  this  activity 
was  also  extended  into  some  junior  schools.  Our  aim  is  to  give 
factual  health  information  in  a  way  that  is  acceptable,  both  to 
parents  and  the  child,  that  will  help  to  give  young  people  a  well 
balanced  outlook  and  attitude  to  life,  with  its  many  problems. 


Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  thanks 
to  all  Divisional  Staff  and  to  the  District  Councils  and  their  staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS,  See  Table  1 


From  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  there  has  been  a 
slight  fall  in  the  Divisional  Live  Birth  Rate,  there  being  2,440 
Live  Birth  in  1971  compared  with  2,498  in  the  previous  year.  The 
Death  Rate  has  risen  slightly,  heart  and  circulatory  disease 
taking  the  major  toll.

Table  3  shows  the  Causes  of  Death.  The  predominant 
causes  of  death  being  heart  and  circulatory  disease  and  malig¬ 
nant  disease.  Coronary  artery  disease  alone  accounted  for  414 
deaths  ;  deaths  from  lung  cancer  and  cancer  of  the  breast  in¬ 
creased  in  1971,  indicating  a  need  to  increase  our  efforts  with 
health  education,  pointing  out  the  dangers  of  smoking  to  health 
and  suggesting  a  need  for  pre -symptomatic  screening.  Total 
deaths  from  accidents  increased  from  43  in  1970  to  62  in  1971.

Table  4  shows  the  causes  of  death  in  children  who  died  in 
the  first  year  of  life,  congenital  abnormalities  and  respiratory 
infection  being  the  most  common  causes  of  infant  deaths.  The 
mortality  rate  of  14.3  compares  favourably  with  17.5  nationally 
for  1971  and  17.6  divisionally  for  1970.

Table  5.  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year.  In  the 
last  decade  the  pattern  of  infectious  disease  has  changed  in 
both  incidence  and  virulence  and  with  sound  immunisation  poli¬ 
cies  and  enlightened  treatment  the  importance  of  certain  dis¬ 
eases  has  fallen. 

Infective  Hepatitis  has  been  notifiable  for  3  years.  Our  know¬ 
ledge  of  this  disease  is  incomplete  and  research  continues. 

Malaria.  Two  cases  of  malignant  tertain  malaria,  one  of 
them  fatal  were  notified  during  1971  ;  both  imported  from  Africa. 
Many  parts  of  the  tropics  have  now  become  accessible  to  visitors 
travelling  for  business  or  pleasure,  who  may  be  unaware  that 
they  are  passing  through  endemic  areas  of  malaria  and  who  may 
not  have  been  forewarned  that  simple  precautions  may  be  fully 
adequate  to  prevent  infection,  while  ignoring  them  may  have 
serious  consequences. 
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Table  6.  11  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  noti¬ 
fied,  remaining  the  same  as  in  1970.  The  number  of  non-pul- 
monary  cases  notified  shows  a  decline  from  7  to  1  in  the  current 
year.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  shows  an  overall  decline  in 
recent  years,  but  continued  vigilance  is  necessary. 

Table  7  shows  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Table  8  clearly  shows  the  variation  in  the  percentage  of 
home  confinements  in  the  different  districts  in  the  division. 
Although  the  percentage  of  home  confinements  in  Wetherby 
and  Tadcaster  Rural  Districts  is  low,  the  need  to  retain  a  com¬ 
petent  service  for  ante  and  post  natal  care  remains,  as  indeed 
is  the  case  in  other  districts  in  the  division.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Daring  recent  years  the  smallpox  eradication  programme  of 
the  World  Health  Organization  has  made  good  progress  and  the 
areas  of  the  world  in  which  smallpox  is  still  occurring  are  greatly 
reduced.  Consequently  the  likelihood  of  its  introduction  into 
this  country  is  considerably  diminished.  In  November,  1971  the 
policy  of  vaccination  against  smallpox  in  infancy  was  discon¬ 
tinued. 
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The  Child  Health  Service 

Many  conditions  affecting  the  child’s  educational  progress 
may  be  present  at  birth  or  evident  soon  after  birth,  and  as 
this  is  now  v/ell  recognised  there  has  been  a  re -orientation  of 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  staff  in  the  Child  Health  Service 
resulting  in  periodic  developmental  assessments  during  the  pre¬ 
school  period.  Should  a  condition  be  discovered  producing  a  need 
for  special  educational  treatment,  the  necessary  arrangements 
are  made  to  secure  a  suitable  placement  at  school.  At  the  age 
of  4^  years  the  child  has  a  routine  medical  examination,  usually 
at  the  clinic,  and  this  includes  a  complete  physical  examination. 
After  school  entry  further  programmed  health  screening  is  con¬ 
tinued. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  schools  in  the  Division  as 
at  30th  September,  1971  was  23,461,  and  of  this  number  3,245 
received  a  full  medical  examination  after  school  entry.  The 
physical  condition  of  1  pupil  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  by  the  school  doctor.  School  nurses  undertook  49,557 
cleanliness  inspections  and  found  537  pupils  to  be  infested.  4,062 
6/7  year  olds  were  routinely  tested  for  hearing  and  151  were 
referred  for  investigation.  41  children  were  known  to  be  in 
school  with  hearing  aids  and  this  number  includes  30  pupils  at 
Bridge  House  School.  1,304  children  were  treated  for  errors  of 
refraction  and  317  children  had  glasses  prescribed.  77  children 
who  had  learning  difficulties  were  assessed  by  the  Medical  staff 
and  92  children  were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  held 
at  Rothwell  and  Tadcaster.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1971. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  all  aspects  of  the  work 
of  th  Department.  This  is  due  to  the  staff  complement  being 
maintained  and  the  understanding  help  shown  by  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Committee  throughout  the  year. 

All  the  staff  of  the  Department  have  continued  to  give  their 
loyal  service,  and  I  am  fortunate  to  have  the  privilege  of  serving 
with  them.  I  v/ould  like  to  single  out  Mrs.  S.  E.  Chilton,  the 
Department  Typist/Clerk  for  special  mention,  her  work  load  has 
increased  considerably  during  the  year  and  as  Local  Government 
Re-organisation  is  coming  nearer  the  burden  is  fast  approaching 
saturation  point,  when  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to 
further  clerical  assistance. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  owing  to  re-organi¬ 
sation  of  the  Yorkshire  Farmers’  Bacon  Factory  line  killing 
system  to  appoint  another  Authorised  Meat  Inspector,  Mr.  S. 
Furmston,  in  order  to  maintain  a  proper  100%  inspection  as 
required  by  the  legislation. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Work  Study  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  for  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  has  continued  to  operate  very  well  and  the  increased  work 
load  due  to  development  has  been  absorbed  without  any  increase 
in  sta:. 

A  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  despite  absences  due  to  sickness  and  difficulties  due  to 
the  rigours  of  weather. 

The  Vehicle  Maintenance  Depot  has  proved  to  be  a  most 
valuable  asset,  vehicles  have  been  maintained  at  a  high  standard 
of  fitness,  and  any  break-downs  dealt  with  expeditiously.  This 
establishment  will  be  of  even  more  value  when  the  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  vehicles  become  subject  to  the  Department  of  the  Environ- 
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ment  Plating  and  Testing  Scheme  in  April,  1972.  The  depot  also 
undertakes  maintenance  of  vehicles  used  by  the  Engineers  and 
Surveyors’  Department. 

Housing  Duties 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Department’s  Housing 
work  during  the  year.  Of  the  113  houses  considered  to  be  likely 
subjects  for  demolition  procedure  in  the  survey  taken  in  1969 
only  49  remain,  28  of  which  are  subject  of  operative  orders,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  many  of  these  will  be  rescued. 

Improvement  Grant  applications  increased  as  can  be  seen  in 
the  body  of  the  report  but  not  to  the  proportion  which  one  might 
have  expected,  having  regard  to  the  75%  grant  applying  in  this 
area. 

The  number  of  qualification  certificates  applied  for  during  the 
year  increased  over  the  previous  year,  10  of  which  were  for 
Provisional  Qualification  Certificates.  It  would  appear  from  this 
that  some  incentive  has  been  provided  due  to  the  increased  Grant 
and  the  prospect  of  increased  rents. 

Food  Hygiene 

This  facet  of  the  Department’s  work  I  consider  to  be  one  of 
its  most  important  functions. 

No  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year,  but  by  the  end 
of  the  year  information  had  been  laid  for  prosecutions  at  two 
food  establishments. 

The  knowledge  of  the  subject  of  food  hygiene  remains,  in  my 
opinion,  very  low  amongst  the  people  employed  in  the  catering 
industry  generally  and  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the  legislation 
is  necessary  to  attain  and  maintain  a  good  standard  of  food 
hygiene. 

Certain  changes  in  legislation  to  control  food  premises  could 
be  an  advantage  in  bringing  about  higher  standards,  I  refer  to 
such  changes  as  prior  approval  of  premises  before  they  are  estab¬ 
lished  as  food  businesses,  and  the  power  being  vested  in  Local 
Authorities  to  close  premises  which  are  not  at  a  high  standard. 

The  public  using  catering  establishments  are  not  sufficiently 
conscious  of  possible  consequences  of  poor  standards  of  food 
hygiene,  if  they  were  I  feel  we  should  receive  many  more  com¬ 
plaints.  To  highlight  this  point  there  were  6,727  cases  of  food 
poisoning  notified  in  England  and  Wales  during  1971.

WATER  UNDERTAKINGS 

Water  is  supplied  in  the  Rural  District  by  Leeds  Corporation 
and  York  Waterworks  Company. 

Sources  controlled  by  Leeds  Corporation 

Derwent  Supply 

This  water  is  abstracted  from  the  River  Derwent  at  Elving- 
ton,  this  v>/ater  is  supplied  to  all  the  parishes  for  which  Leeds 
is  the  water  undertaker  with  the  exception  of  most  of  the 
parish  of  Barwick-in-Elmet  and  a  small  part  of  Swillington.  The 
water  is  filtered,  chlorinated  and  has  an  average  degree  of  hard¬ 
ness  of  six. 

Leeds  Moorland  Supply 

The  water  is  derived  from  the  Corporation’s  reservoir  in  the 
Washburn  Valley  near  Blubberhouses,  and  Leighton  reservoir 
at  Masham.  It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated,  the  water  is  very  soft. 

Distribution 

The  Leeds  Corporation  water  is  supplied  to  the  following 
parishes : —  Aberford,  Austhorpe,  Barkston  Ash,  Barwick-in- 
Elmet,  Bilbrough,  Catterton,  East  Tadcaster,  Great  and  Little 
Preston,  Grimston,  Kirk  Fenton,  Kirkby  Wharfe,  Huddleston- 
with  -  Newthorpe,  Lead,  Ledsham,  Little  Fenton,  Ledston, 
Lotherton,  Micklefield,  Newton  Kyme,  Oxton,  Parlington,  Ryther- 
cum-Ozendyke,  Saxton,  Sherburn-in-Elmet,  South  Milford, 
Biggin,  Healaugh,  Steeton,  Sturton,  Grange,  Stutton,  Swillington, 
Towton,  Ulleskelf  and  West  Tadcaster. 

York  Waterworks  Company 

The  company  derives  its  water  from  the  River  Ouse  at  Clifton, 
York.  It  is  distributed  to  the  following  parishes  : —  Acaster 
Malbis,  Acaster  Selby,  Appleton  Roebuck,  Askham  Bryan,  Askham 
Richard,  Bolton  Percy,  Colton  and  Copmanthorpe.  The  parish  of 
Bishopthorpe  is  supplied  direct  by  the  Company  who  levy  and 
collect  the  water  rate  in  this  parish. 

It  is  possible  when  necessary,  for  the  above  parishes  with  the 
exception  of  the  parishes  of  Acaster  Malbis  and  Bishopthorpe,  to 
be  supplied  from  the  mains  now  controlled  by  Leeds  Corporation. 

The  York  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  the  Company, 
and  has  a  hardness  figure  of  11-14  deg. 
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Water  Supply  —  General 

In  the  more  remote  areas  of  the  Rural  District  some  of  the 
houses  depend  on  wells  for  their  water  supply.  There  are  also 
five  private  boreholes  supplying  small  groups  of  houses.  24 
specimens  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of  these 
3  were  found  unsatsfactory,  these  3  samples  were  from  the  same 
source  and  were  due  to  storage  tanks  being  improperly 
kept.  After  cleaning  out  and  sterilizing  an  improvement  was 
found. 

From  the  mains  supplies  24  specimens  were  taken  for  bac¬ 
teriological  examination  and  all  were  found  satisfactory, 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  district  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  in  respect  to  quantity  and  quality.

Collection  Period 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  it  has  been  possible  to  rigidly 
maintain  this  frequency  since  the  implementation  of  the  Incen¬ 
tive  Bonus  Scheme  for  Refuse  Collection 
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The  number  of  ashpits  and  pail  closets  are  steadily  diminish¬ 
ing,  there  are,  however,  still  33  ashpits  and  105  pails  in  the  area. 

Bulk  Refuse  Containers 

There  are  now  89  Bulk  Containers  in  service,  chiefly  at  hotels, 
schools  and  trade  premises.  This  service  has  been  developed 
during  the  year.  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

Disposal 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  Rural  District’s  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping  at  Ellarfield,  Sherburn  and 
Ledston  tip.  The  Scarthingwell  tip  at  Saxton  is  not  in  use  for 
tipping,  it  is  being  allowed  to  rest.  Jerry  Lane  tip  at  Micklefield 
has  been  completed. 

The  remaining  third  of  the  district’s  refuse  is  disposed  of 
at  the  Pulverisation  Plant  operated  by  Wetherby  Rural  District 
Council  at  Thorp  Arch. 

Vehicle  Maintenance  Depot 

The  maintenance  depot  which  was  started  in  February,  1970 
and  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value  in  keeping  the  vehicles  in 
good  order  and  reducing  lost  time  by  vehicle  troubles  to  the 
minimum.  The  refuse  collection  vehicles  will  be  subject  to 
Department  of  the  Environment  Plating  and  Testing  in  April, 
1972,  in  this  connection  the  depot  will  be  a  valuable  asset. 

The  depot  is  manned  by  one  fitter  assisted  by  the  spare 
driver  and  loaders  when  available.

Common  Lodging  House 

2  visits  were  made  to  the  only  Common  Lodging  House  in 
the  district  and  conditions  were  generally  good, 

Bisinfestation,  etc. 

6  visits  were  made  and  3  rooms  disinfested. 
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Rodent  Control 

A  total  of  876  visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operative  and 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors;  451  infestations  were  treated.  The 
methods  of  Rodent  Control  are  those  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.
